LONG-  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  May  3  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  were  weak  and  demoralized  during  the  past  week. 
Trading  was  very  irregular,  and  prices  were  all  'all  over  the  lot.' 
Cotton  merchants  were  busy  in  checking  over  their  stocks,  cleaning  out 
their  odd  lots,  and  trying  to  liquidate  every  bale  of  cotton  they  owned 
if  they  could.     The  government  pool  cotton  that  is  about  to  come  on 
the  market  is  expected  to  undermine  the  market  considerably,  especially 
on  the  extra  staple  lengths,  and  cotton  merchants,  accordingly,  do  not 
care  to  have  their  present  holding  compete  with  this  pool  cotton  if 
they  can  possibly  avoid  it.

Sowing  in 
Northern  Delta  sections  is  being  completed  in  a  somewhat  loss  favor- 
able way  owing  to  cold  weather  and  showers,  but,  on  the  whole ,  it 
is  considered  that  the  start  of  the  crop  is  one  of  the  earliest  of 
recent  seasons.
